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Two huge country names showed Didsbury a kickin’ good 
time last Tuesday, July 1 as part of the Town’s Canada Day 
celebrations. 

Adam Gregory, of the Edmonton area, as well as Duane 
Steele of Red Deer - both nationally known Alberta solo art¬ 
ists - put on an unbelievable, exciting, energy filled show for 
three full hours, from 8 p.m. to 11 p.m. 

The concert attracted over 650 screaming fans, a few hun¬ 
dred short of what the Town had hoped for. Earlier predic¬ 
tions had indicted that the Town was hoping for at least 1,000 
concert goers. 

Robert Wigg, the Town’s acting CAO, has estimated that 
the Canada Day celebrations, although well worth it, came 
with a hefty price tag. 

“Including the concert, it is around that $20,000 mark,” 
Wigg said. 
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Wigg says that the Town is in the process of applying for a 
grant, which may subsidize some costs for the concert, which 
may allow the Town to break even on the concert. 

Wigg estimates that if the Town is successful in receiving 
grant dollars that they will receive anywhere from $12,000 to 
$14,000. 

The Town’s Mayor Dorothy Moore says that she thought 
the concert was incredible for Didsbury, and if it was possible 
to have a concert like this again in the future she would cer¬ 
tainly attend. 

“I thought the concert was incredibly professional as both 
artists were great,” Moore said. 

Moore mentioned how she especially liked Steele’s inspir¬ 
ing attitude towards the crowd to keep them entertained. 

“He (Steele) just had a very appealing smile, and just the 
way he looked down at the audience was great,” Moore said. 

The concert was originally booked to be held outdoors on 
the new stage built in the new Memorial Park, although due 
to weather concerns a change of venue occurred and the con¬ 
cert was held inside at the Memorial Complex.

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Accused killers make first 
court appearance 

No pleas entered in murder of Crossfield man

A Calgary transit worker 
and her boyfriend, charged 
with first degree murder in the 
shooting death of the woman’s 
39-year-old estranged husband 
near Crossfield last month, 
have made their first court ap¬ 
pearance. 

Nancy Lee McKinnon, 33, 
and Joseph George Bruso, 24, 
appeared before Judge Ian 
Kirkpatrick in Airdrie provin¬ 
cial court on Thursday morn¬ 
ing. 

Nicholas Ross Maradyn, 39, 


the estranged husband of 
Nancy McKinnon, was found 
dead of a gun shot wound in 
his 1982 Datsun pickup just 
outside Crossfield early on the 
morning of June 14. 

Neither accused spoke dur¬ 
ing Thursday’s court appear¬ 
ance. 

No pleas have been entered 
pending an August 14 court 
appearance. 

Prosecutor Danny Elliott 
said no negotiations are 
underway with defence lawyers. 

Bruso’s defence lawyer, 
George Stewart, said he will 
seek the accused’s release on 


bail next month. 

Asked if he expects a not 
guilty plea to be entered, 
Stewart said, “I can’t say at 
this point. We’ll know more on 
the 14th.” 

Don Hadley, McKinnon’s 
lawyer, said he will seek 
McKinnon’s release on bail at 
some future date. 

“We are now waiting to get 
more information from the 
Crown,” said Hadley. 

Calgary resident Leonard 
White, who says he has known 
McKinnon for 20 years, said 
she looked overly haggard dur¬ 
ing the court appearance. 


ABP welcoming new delegates

The Alberta Beef Producers 
board will be welcoming new 
delegates to specifically repre¬ 
sent cattle feeders to the or¬ 
ganization in November. 

During a June meeting, the 
ABP approved the addition of 
an elected cattle feeder council 
member to the ABP board. ABP 
general manager Gary Sargent 
said the new addition is not a 
reaction to the mad cow situa¬ 
tion, but has rather been in the 
works for some time. 

“We felt it was a better way 
to represent their (cattle feed¬ 
ers’) interests,” Sargent said. 

Thirteen cattle feeder coun¬ 
cil delegates will be elected this 
fall, as well as the regular zone 
elections held every year by the 
ABP. Of these 13 delegates, 
three will be elected by the 
council to sit on the ABP 
board. 

Cattle feeders were previ¬ 
ously represented by the Al¬ 
berta Cattle Feeders Associa¬ 
tion, an association that is be¬ 
ing discontinued and replaced 
by the new cattle feeder coun¬ 
cil. 

“We (ABP) represent all 
30,000 people that are in the 
cattle business, nationally and 
provincially,” Sargent said. 

“I really encourage cattle 
producers to get involved in 
their organization and their 
industry. The issues we are 
dealing with such as BSE, in¬ 
ternational trade and beef mar¬ 
keting require strong producer 
leadership if we are to success¬ 
fully meet those challenges,” 
said Darcy Davis, ABP Vice 
Chairman, in a press release. 
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Any Alberta producer who 
has sold cattle this year in his 
or her name and has paid a fee 
to ABP, or to another person 
on behalf of ABR can run as a 


candidate. 

Nominations for both the 
ABP delegates and the Cattle 
Feeder Council delegates are 
due by Aug. 31 at midnight.

James Thomas Washburn

Acting on a tip, police raided the 
home on June 3, finding a total of 
66 grams of marijuana in 12 
baggies, court heard.

Again acting on a tip, police went back to the same resi¬ 
dence on June 25, seizing a small amount of marijuana.

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SuperNet will 
bridge the gap 


SuperNet w ill 
connect every 
community' in 
Alberta on a 
high band 
network

The technological gap 
between rural communi¬ 
ties and urban centres 
in Alberta will soon be 
bridged by the 
SuperNet. 

The province of 
Alberta is investing 
$193 million to imple¬ 
ment a new, state of the 
art network called the 
SuperNet. 

It will bring a high¬ 
speed connection with 
multi-media capabilities 
to hospitals, govern¬ 
ment centres, libraries 
and schools. 

“There is a disparity 
to get access to high 
speed connections in 
rural areas,” said Vanda 
Killeen, communica¬ 
tions co-ordinator for 
the Alberta government 
SuperNet project. 

"We felt the public fa¬ 
cilities deserved equal 
access to high speed con¬ 
nections,” Killeen said. 

People living in the 
422 small towns, includ¬ 
ing Olds. Didsbury, and 
Sundre. will be linked 
to the SuperNet and will 
be able to hook up to the 
SuperNet at roughly the 
same cost as someone 
living in a city. 

Axia NetMedia Corp. 
CEO Arthur Price said 
his company will be in 
charge of running and 
maintaining the 

SuperNet. 

“We put power and 
roads into small com¬ 
munities. It’s (the 
SuperNet) like a piece of 
superstructure that the 
small communities will 
be at a disadvantage 
without.” 

“The network will be 
able to handle any me¬ 
dia in any direction,” 
Price said. 

This means that any¬ 
one who is connected to 
the network will be able 
to send and receive 
video, have telephone 
access, Internet connec¬ 
tion, video conferencing 
capabilities and data 
transferring abilities. 

For example, a medi¬ 
cal specialist, who is not 
in Didsbury, will still be 


able to treat a patient. 
They will be able to hear 
the heart beat and see 
the condition of the pa¬ 
tient, through new tech¬ 
nology and the 
SuperNet. An MRI spe¬ 
cialist will be able to 
read the results and give 
a diagnosis, without 
having to be in the medi¬ 
cal facility where the 
test was done. 

“You want to dream 
a little. All these things, 
if you could have the 
knowledge and not de¬ 
pend on it being local,” 
Price said. 

“The SuperNet makes 
it possible for special¬ 
ists to choose to live in 
Olds (or Didsbury) when

they never could be¬ 
fore,” he said. 

“It brings way higher 
learning capabilities. 
Should a student in a 
small town have access 
to someone who can 
make probability sound 
interesting.” 

Yes. Skilled special¬ 
ists can lend their 
knowledge, or even sell 
it, to people outside their 
geographical range mak¬ 
ing the new network a 
good export market. On 
the flip side, the Town 
of Didsbury will be able 
to give people a better 
look at what life is like 
in Didsbury if they are 
thinking of moving here. 
The town will also have 
access to health special¬ 
ists, teachers and new 
business productivity, 
that lies outside the 
town boundaries. 

“It’s an economic de¬ 
velopment opportunity 
to export, and it’s a ser¬ 
vice and quality en¬ 
hancement to import,” 
Price said. 

Neighbouring mu¬ 
nicipality, the Town of 
Olds has signed an 
agreement with Bell 
West that allows the 
company to install a 


Meet-me centre in Olds. 
Bell West is spending 
$192 million to build the 
physical aspects of the 
network. 

“It is going to be a 
great tool. I’m looking 
forward to seeing it in 
action,” said Olds Mayor 
Norma Duncan. 

Olds will be used as a 
Meet-me place, one of 27 
base network communi¬ 
ties through out the 
province that are bigger 
towns, or are between 
two major cities. 

The Meet-me centre 
will be a point at which 
any carrier, like Telus 
or Shaw, can connect to 
the SuperNet to provide 
access to citizens of the 
towns. From this point 
the SuperNet will con¬ 
nect to smaller commu¬ 
nities, such as Sundre, 
with a Point of Pres¬ 
ence. The Point of Pres¬ 
ence will be a physically 
smaller setup than the 
Meet-me point, but will 
have equal capabilities. 

At both the Meet-me 
and Point of Presence 
sites, local carriers will 
be spurred into compe¬ 
tition to keep prices low 
for consumers. 

The actual cost of us¬ 
ing the network will be 
slightly more than a 
normal Internet connec¬ 
tion, but the price will 
vary depending on the 
package the consumer 
buys from the carrier, 
Price said. 

The network is ca¬ 
pable of offering guaran¬ 
teed capacity, and a qual¬ 
ity of service features. 

At the moment, the 
Internet runs on a best 
effort capacity, and that 
can often cause the 
Internet to slow down 
during high-use times, 
the guaranteed capacity 
feature will eliminate 
this. 

The Internet also 
struggles with down¬ 
loading time sensitive 
material, like watching 
a live news report on 
screen. But the 
SuperNet will be able to 
prioritize downloaded 
items, through the qual¬ 
ity of service feature so 
time sensitive material 
runs as real time. 

Even though Alberta 
is on the leading edge 
with this new network, 
other provinces, like 
Saskatchewan have a 
similar set up. 

“But Alberta is more 
distinct,” Killeen said. 

But no matter the dif¬ 
ferences SuperNet is 
globally compatible.

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Campaign launched for 
infrastructure investments

Canadian municipal leaders 
are launching a national 
grassroots campaign to se¬ 
cure a long-term federal com¬ 
mitment to municipal infra¬ 
structure. 

After the Annual Confer¬ 
ence of the Federation of Ca¬ 
nadian Municipalities (FCM) 
in Winnipeg, it has been de¬ 
termined that Canada’s mu¬ 
nicipalities have vowed to 
turn up the pressure on the 
Government of Canada to com¬ 
mit adequate, predictable and 
sustained funds for infra¬ 
structure investments over 
the next 10 years. 

In 2002, Finance Minister 
Paul Martin spoke to FCM 
about a new deal for munici¬ 
palities. This year, John 
Manley spoke of the budget 
providing just a downpayment 
on future contributions. 

According to the Canadian 
Taxpayers Federation, Ot¬ 
tawa resumed only 2.5%, or 
$118 million of the $4.7 bil¬ 
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lion collected in federal gasoline 
taxes in 2001-2002 in transfers 
for road and highway develop¬ 
ment. To add insult to injury, 
99% of that amount was spent 
east of Ontario. 

Municipal officials across 
the country are stepping up ef¬ 
forts at putting infrastructure 
investments at the top of the 
national action agenda. 

We will be speaking to MPs, 
chambers of commerce, small 
business associations, consum¬ 
ers and other citizens groups 
in each locality to get them on- 
side. 

Our frustration stems from 
the $57 billion gap that has 
developed between growing 
needs and municipal responsi¬ 
bilities for road repair, trans¬ 
portation systems, water treat¬ 
ment and safe neighborhoods 
and the financial resources at 
our disposal. 

This gap is growing at the 
rate of $2 billion a year or $5 
1/2 million per day. On average, 
municipal infrastructure has 
reached almost 80% of it’s serv¬ 
ice life, with 59% more than 50 
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years old and 30% more than 
80 years old. 

I will tell Myron Thompson, 
our local MP how vital infra¬ 
structure investments are in 
maintaining the quality of life 
in our community and in our 
country. And I will be asking for 
his support in taking this mat¬ 
ter to the Government of 
Canada. They must take a 
stand on this issue. Our fellow 
citizens demand no less. 

Specifically, local govern¬ 
ments are calling on the Gov¬ 
ernment of Canada to speed up 
the federal contribution to in¬ 
frastructure investments by 
committing the $3 billion an¬ 
nounced in the 2003 Budget to 
be spent over the next three 
years. They are also urging the 
Government of Canada to estab¬ 
lish a long term (ten-year) in¬ 
frastructure program with a 
minimum 5-year funding com¬ 
mitment.

13 - a once in a lifetime 
opportunity for any high 
school band, and one that all 
of the members of the band 
are ecstatic about. 

“There were a lot of really 
talented bands (at Regionals), 
so for us to get picked it’s a 
real privilege,” said 
McMullen. 

Steckly explained that the 


bands original goal was to 
just make it past the school 
competition and have the op¬ 
portunity to at least play at 
Regionals in Calgary with the 
other talented bands from 
Southern Alberta.

William Edward Blore, (Bill) passed away on June 30, 2003. 
He was 90 years old and had lived a long and very produc¬ 
tive life. He was a watch maker, jeweler, carpenter, inven¬ 
tor, builder, painter, bee keeper, Real Estate Agent, barn 
painter, gardener, lay minister, camp director and chairman 
but mostly, beginning in 1931, he was an educator who taught 
in one room country schools, town schools and big city High 
schools. 

In 1952 he returned to Summer School and became an 
Industrial Arts Instructor and he taught with the County of 
Mountain View in Didsbury, Rosebud and Olds. By 1963 he 
was Director of Central Alberta Industrial Arts and serving 
on the Industrial Arts Specialist Council. He taught Indus¬ 
trial Arts at Lindsey Thurber Composite High in Red Deer 
and then at Queen Elizabeth senior and junior High in 
Calgary until he retired. 

In 1971 his Peers voted him "Man of the Year.'" 

I met him at Ferrybank School, west of Ponoka when I 
was 7 years old, about 4 feet tall and beginning grade 4. He 
was 31 years old and six feet five. We eyed one another 
warily and were not quite sure how to handle the situation. 
He believed, quite rightly, that seven is too young for grade 
four. "Are you sure you don’t mean grade two?" But I had 
the Report cards to prove it and he couldn't very well demote 
me so we made the best of the situation. I could read and 
spell very well, my vocabulary and general knowledge was 
good, but math skills were borderline, artwork awful and 
my handwriting was (and still is) almost totally illegible. 

Mr. Blore was my teacher for grades four, five, six and 
seven. At least once a month he pulled a chair next to mine, 
held my hand in his and guided me through the ovals, loops 
and uprights that were supposed to improve my handwrit¬ 
ing. It was hopeless but he never gave up and even as he 
despaired of my handwriting and art he grinned when I used 
enormous words and always had me read my compositions 
aloud to the class. We were supposed to make sentences 
using the words from the weeks spelling list. I arranged my 
sentences to tell a funny story and then watched surrepti¬ 
tiously to see if he would smile as he corrected my work. 

Highlight of my week was to see VG at the top of my 
current essay. Always in green ink and always in his own 
exemplary handwriting. 

One September we returned to School to find that we had 
chemical inside toilets. Most of us didn't have that luxury at 
home but Mr. Blore had installed boys in the basement, 
girls upstairs in the cloakroom. It was almost miraculous. 
We had the best Christmas Concert in the County, we had an 
ice slide like a miniature luge run, and a skating rink that 
he flooded weekends with a pump. He was a pioneer in the 
phonics program, we had Home Ec. and Shop classes, and 
with Mr. and Mrs. Blore and the ladies of the local Women's 
Institute we had a winter hot lunch program. He brought a 
typewriter to the school and the big kids learned to type, he 
subscribed to a U of E Extension program and borrowed the 
books we wanted to read, once a week he read aloud to us, 
Great Expectations, Ivanhoe, Ben Hur. Our school yard had 
flowerbeds and walkways lined in painted stones. 

Bills wife Mildred became ill and he cared for her until she 
passed away. In April of 2001 he married Lenora Trodden 
and he and Lenora had two very happy years. We visited 
them, wrote often and enjoyed them both very much. 

I know there have been, and still are, teachers who have 
led. inspired, taught and set an example, teachers who have 
made a difference, given more than anyone has a right to 
expect and made great and lasting impressions on genera¬ 
tions of young minds. But not many are gifted the way Bill 
Blore was. I count him as one of my blessings.

QUESTION: You have recommended that parents be 
willing to apologize to their kids when they are wrong and 
to "stay on your child's team" even when it's a losing team. 
This is difficult for me because my son is in full-blown re¬ 
bellion. He's using drugs, flunking his classes and giving 
us fits at home. Is there a time to forget the nicey-nice stuff 
and get tough with a teenager? 

DR. DOBSON: No doubt about it. There are moments 
when it is appropriate to apologize, accommodate, compro¬ 
mise and negotiate. But there comes a time to draw a line 
in the dirt and say, "Enough is enough!" For youngsters 
who have tyrannized their families, their parent's willing¬ 
ness to "forgive and forget" repeatedly is interpreted as weak¬ 
ness. Appeasement, as we know, is never successful in paci¬ 
fying a bully. It only makes him or her more angry and 
disrespectful. 

Behavioral research has now validated that statement. 
Dr. Henry Harbin and Dr. Denis Madden, working at the 
University of Maryland's Medical School, studied the cir¬ 
cumstances that surround violent attacks on parents by 
teenagers. They found that "parent battering" usually oc¬ 
curs when "one or both parents have abdicated the execu¬ 
tive position" and left no one in charge — no one, that is, 
except the violent child. Rebellious, mean-spirited teenag¬ 
ers respect strength and disdain weakness - especially that 
borne of love. Harbin and Madden also observed that "an 
almost universal element" in the parent-battering cases was 
the parents' unwillingness to admit the seriousness of the 
situation. They did not call the police, even when their lives 
were in danger; they lied to protect their children and they 
continued to give in to their demands. Parental authority 
had collapsed. 

One father was almost killed when his angry son pushed 
him down a flight of stairs. He insisted that the boy did not 
have a bad temper. Another woman was stabbed by her son, 
missing her heart by an inch. Nevertheless, she continued 
letting him live at home. 

Drs. Harbin and Madden concluded that appeasement and 
permissiveness are related to youthful violence, and that 
both parents should lead with firmness. "Someone needs to 
be in charge,” they said. I agree wholeheartedly with these 
psychiatrists. Having been appointed by President Ronald 
Reagan to serve on the National Advisory Commission to 
the Office of Juvenile Justice and Delinquency Prevention, 
I am very familiar with the pattern of youthful violence. 
I've seen cold-blooded killers who were no more than 13 
years of age. Many of them came from homes where au¬ 
thority was weak or nonexistent. It is a formula for crank¬ 
ing out very tough criminals at an early age. 

When you are faced with a potentially violent situation 
at home, you must weigh your options and take decisive 
action. The organization Tough Love, founded by Phyllis 
and David York, has been helpful to parents whose backs 
are to the wall. Tough Love is dedicated to helping out-of- 
control parents regain the upper hand in their own homes. 
Their basic philosophy is one of confrontation that is de¬ 
signed to bring a belligerent teenager to his or her senses. 
You might give them a call. To do nothing is to risk the 
unthinkable. 


QUESTION: How do you feel about year-round 
schools in areas where overcrowding makes them advanta¬ 
geous? 

DR. DOBSON: I know there are administrative ad¬ 
vantages to year-round schools, especially since the facili¬ 
ties are not standing idle two months a year as they are 
under the current system. Nevertheless, many parents say 
year-round schools are very hard on them. Siblings attend¬ 
ing different schools may have their vacations at different 
times, making it impossible for families to take trips to¬ 
gether. It is also more difficult to coordinate children’s time 
off with parents' schedules. In short, year-round schools 
represent just one more hardship on families seeking to do 
fun and recreational things together each year.

Joel at¬ 
tends Olds Koinonia Christian 
School. 

Living in a rural area, Joel 
became aware of the number 
of residents in his community 
who must travel great dis¬ 
tances to the nearest cancer 
clinic for treatment. 

Seeing an opportunity for 
his school to make a differ¬ 
ences Joel created a 
fundraising campaign that 
collected $1,300 to be distrib¬ 
uted to those cancer patients 
who would most benefit from 
assistance with transporta¬ 
tion costs. He is co-leader of 
his school's Samaritan's Purse 
Shoebox Campaign and a vol¬ 
unteer kitchen-worker and 
server with the Mustard Seed 
Homeless Shelter in Calgary. 
Athletics are a large part of 
Joel's life, and he has distin¬ 
guished himself as a soccer 
players, middle distance run¬ 
ner and provincially ranked 
snowboarder-cross competi¬ 
tor. An honours student, he 
intends to study commerce at 
university.

Getting

Climbing his way from 
small town Alberta to the 
top 30 charts in country 
music, Duane Steele has 
had a very busy and 
successful music career 
for the past 22 years. 

Steele, now a Red Deer 
resident, recently took to 
the stage at the Didsbury 
Memorial Complex where 
he played to a crowd of 
over 650 music fans as 
part of the Town’s 
Canada Day celebrations. 

What has helped Steele 
become so successful in 
his career? Well, as Steele 
explained in an exclusive 
interview with, The 
Didsbury Review, he says 
he doesn’t know what 
has helped him become 
successful, but thinks his 
hard work has had a lot 
to do with it. 

“If you want to make 
a career out of music - you 
have to stay at it and you 
have to work at it like a 
full time job.” 

The solo artists has 
been very successful, and 
obviously his career has 
paid well taking him all 
over the world and 
becoming one of Canada’s 
top male vocalists. 

Steele says that unlike 
some artists he has 
always been persistant 
and has never thought 
about giving up music as 
his career. 

A native to Alberta, 
Steele started out his 
singing days at the young 
age of 9, where he and 
three of his cousins 
started up a band called, 
“Northern Sunrise.”

Steele knew almost 
instantly when he started 
performing in front of 
audiences that he wanted 
to make a life long career 
of performing, music 
writing, and singing to 
country music fans. 

In 1984 Steele joined 
up with a few other small 
town country music 
artists who wanted to 
make it big as well, and 
that they did. 

In 1984 the group’s 
band called, 

“Rock’n’Horse”, 
travelled the Canadian 
country music and club 
circuits for eight 
consecutive years, none of 
which bothered Steele 
because aside from music 
his next love is for 
travelling. 

“That is one of the 
things that I love about 
this business - I get to 
travel so much and see 
and do so much - it’s 
great,” Steele said. 

In the early 90’s 


Rock’n’Horse dissolved, 
which led Steele in a 
whole new direction, 
forcing him to leave his 
native land and head 
south. 

In 1993 Steele accepted 
a contract in Nashville 
with Warner Chappell, 
where he was a solo song¬ 
writer. 

Steele worked in 
Nashville for five years, 
and after feeling the itch 
and need to come home he 
returned to Canada to 
pursue a full time singing 
career, which hasn’t 


touched down since it’s 
launch when Steele 
arrived back in Alberta. 

In 1996 Steele released 
his debut album, “PO. 
Box 423,” which the name 
of his album has it’s own 
story behind it. 

“It’s quite simple,” 
Steele said, with a 
chuckle. “It was my 
(mail) box number in 
Nashville.” 

Steele saw his first 
singles from his first 
album go Top 5 on the 
charts, including his first 
#1 hit, which is still 


popular, “Anita Got 
Married.” 

Steele explained that 
he enjoys playing to 
crowds, like the one in 
Didsbury, almost more 
than the larger crowds 
because he feels he can 
touch the audience easier, 
and he has a better time 
himself. 

“I appreciate this sort 
of crowd very much,” 
Steele said. 

Of the 18 songs which 
Didsbury heard last July 
1st, they were mostly all 
wrote by Steele himself. 


Steele says that he writes 
most of his songs 
himself, and if they are 
not written by him he 
normally has a part in 
the song somehow. 

How exactly does one 
come to write songs? 
Well, to Steele, he says it’s 
simple. 

“Some of it can be very 
personal, some are based 
on the events in my life 
or of a friend, or 
sometimes it’s just from 
a phrase I heard on the 
radio or saw in a movie,” 
Steele said. 


Steele says that he has 
never thought about 
turning his back on 
music, and feels fortunate 
that he has been able to 
make a career out of 
something that he loves 
so much. 

“It’s just what I have 
always done - ever since I 
can remember,” Steele 
said. 

Steele is preparing to 
release his next solo 
albumn in February, so 
encourages all of his fans 
to prepare for another 
quality album.
